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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to after-final remarks filed on January 04, 2008. These 
remarks are carefully considered. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 7, 1 9-53, 55, 57-62 and 64-74 are 
currently pending in this application. 

2. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 7, 19-53, 55, 57-62 and 64-74 are allowed; and they are 
renumbered as 1-4, 6-7, 5 and 8-69, respectively. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach nor suggest, either alone or in combination, aH the 
limitations of the amended claims of the current invention (claims 1,14, 27, 38, 49, 57, 
65 and 69; renumbered as 1, 13, 25, 36, 47, 53, 60 and 64, respectively); particularly 
about a method and a system having a plurality of input ports, each of the plurality of 
the input ports having its own address encoder for providing an encoded address for 
accessing one of the plurality of registers, wherein the encoded address corresponds to 
a respective one of the plurality of registers and a corresponding processor mode; and 
each of the plurality of registers has an address having a length of x bits, each of the 
processor modes has a length of y bits, and the encoded address has a length that is 
less than x + y bits. 

Claims 2-4, 6-13, 15-17, 19-26, 28-37, 39-48, 50-53, 55, 58-62, 64, 66-68 and 
70-74 further limit the allowable independent claims. These claims are therefore 
allowable for the same reason as set forth supra.
